Nations forces rammed ahead to-> 
ward the Red Manchurian border 
in the northwest offensive today, 
but their extreme right flank was 
shoved back' by. counterattacking 
Reds. 


Gains on the winding 
80*roile 


front ranged Up to six miles, with 
Chongju falling to the Americans 
on the left flank of the concerted 
drive. But on the extreme

flank, strong 
Communist

plunged six miles into South Ko- 
rean positions. 


The scrap on the right flank 0t 


the northwest front contrasted with 
the absence of opposition on the ex- 
treme left flank. TKere the high 
way hub of Chongju fell to a tank- 
led task force of the U. S. 24th 
division without a fight. 


Chongju is 51 road miles soutl 


of the Yalu river border city of 
Cinuiju, main gateway for Chinese 
Communists entering the war.

It would require 
only 8 trees nine inches in dia- 
meter to produce a cord of wood 


> and these trees would 
have 
a 


value of 25 cents each, With 12 inch 
trees only four are required to pro- 
duce one cord of pulp wood with a 
value of 53 cents per tree. Twenty 
of the same size trees will produce 
1000 board feet of logs and have 
a value of $1.50 each. Only two 
trees 15 inches in cSameter are re- 
quired to produce a cord of wood. 
Eight will produce a 1000 boarc 
feet of logs. They have a value ol 
88 cents and $3.63. Mr. Howell 
pointed out 
that 
these 
figures 


proved that proper harvesting and 
marketing was important to se- 
'cure the most value from the land. 


Mr. Ellis pointed out that over 


the past 15 years he has averaged 
cutting 390 board feet of timber 
from each acre of his land. His 
farm records show that his tim- 
ber land has producec? an average 
annual income of $5.32 per acre 
for the past 15 years. At present 
prices this same stumpage would 
have a value of over $10 per acre. 


Modern fire control methods as 


used in this area were demon- 
strated and explained by Buster 
Denton of Delight, District Fores 
tcr, Division of Forestry and Parks, 
Arkansas Resources and Develop- 
ment Commission, who emphasized 
that fire prevention was the first 
must in fire control. A tractor
